the Porte. M. Diesling, the Emperour’s Refidenr, 
bas remonftrated to the Grand Vizier, that feeing 
his Imperial Majefty is obliged by his Treaties to 
fopport the Republick of Venice, he could not look 
with ao indiffereat Eye any new Pretenfions 
the Porce fhould make opon that Republick. ‘Tis 
affured that a Pesfian, formerly in the late Sopby’s 
Service, and who fince bis coming higher found 
Means to get into she Grand Signior’s Favour and 
Service, bas attempred to Potfon the Sultan with 
a Mefs of Broth, but that the Poifon did not work 
enough, fince fume Days after the Graod Signior 
wasin a Condition to aflift at the Divan: They 
add, that the Perfian Officer has made his Efcape, 
but whether it is not kaown 3 and we hear, that 
fome of bis Accomplices have been taken up. Some 
Deputies from the States and Provinces of Georgia, 
who have been here for thefe 10 Days paft, have 
taken the Oath of Fidelity to the Grand S:gnior, as 
Vaffals of the Ortoman Porte: They bave alfo de- 
livered the Prefente from their Principals, which 
confitt io extraordinary fine Perfian Horfer, 

Turin, April 12. Two Days ago a Detachment 
of about 80 Slaves were fent from this Citadal 
under a Guard to Villafranca di Nizza, in order 

- to recruit the Gang in the Gallics which are get- 
tiog ready to embark the Forces for Sardinia, 
The Marguefs de Suza bas received his laft Or- 
ders, and is prepating to fet out for tbat Iflaad in 
three or four Days.
